Family Had Scraped and Saved 
$97, Which Was to Bring 
Grandfather from Europe.

There is desolation jn the tiny. rooms 
at 27 Gosrck’ Street that house the 
Wiener family, for ‘last night thieves 
stole all the dollars that had been. so 
patiently hoarded' to bring the grand- 
father out of Russia to America, De- 
spite the long, hard months’. of ‘the 
strike, Max Wiener and his two sisters 
had scraped and saved $97, and-in the 
family councils the father, Hyman, was 
appointed custodian until the amount 
should be bigenough. to send over ‘to 
the old country. 

~It_ was. decided yesterday afternodn 
that:$97 ‘would be enough and that this 
morning “would be the time to send “it. 
But, last evening, ‘as old. Mr. Wiener 
mounted the dark stairs toward «the 
home on the third floor, three men set 
upon him, «took: him by the throat, 
backed him against the wall, and went 
through his pockets. They were young 
{men and far too strong for him; and 
they got the $97. -He could not.even 
make an outcry, and when they had 
finished with him, he was so weak 
that he sank down on the floor in a heap, 
By the time his and daughters re- 
turned from work and learned, what had 
happened, the. three thieves had had 
time to reach almost any saloon on the 
east side and start in on an evening of 
celebration.

GAS ‘KILLS LIFE LIFE SAVER. 


‘Capt. Doxsee: Spent Spent Day Off in Town 
and Blew It Out. 
Special’ to The New York Times. 

BAYSHORE, L.'I., April 3—John T: 
Doxsee,’ dean of Fire Asland,; Captain 
of ‘the “life-saving station there, .ahd 
one of thé oldest men in the live-saving 
service, was found dead in bed this 
morning in a room at the New. Cort- 
landt House here, where ‘he had come 
to spend his‘day off. The wife of the 
hotel proprietor sald she had found him 
so when she was attracted to his room 
py the smell of escaping gas. The jet 
was open wide and, as the key turned 
with considerable difficulty, she was 
sure he had blown out the gas on re- 
tiring.. At the inquest held here this 
afternoon she advanced the theory that 
he had blown it: out because twenty 
years on Fire Islarid had not accus- 
fomed him to the use of gas. 

The friends and family of the dead 
man were equally sure, they said, that 
he had not-committed suicide, as things 
were well with him and he had been 
cheerf’"1ess Itself. -At seventy, Capt. 
Doxsee died with a good record. of 


service’ on the coast. He played a 
sturdy. part in the trescue ‘work that 
failowed the misnaps to: the«indus in 
1905, the Drumelgier and the Rickmers 
in 1907, and the Prinzess Irene two years 
ago.

CAUGHT FOR MURDER ) 


AFTER? YEARS’ HUNT 


Killing Mrs. Turner in Lake- 
wood, N, J. 


~ 


After .nedrly two years of detective 
work on elues..that led to many parts 
of ‘this: country, Sheriff Frank Tilton of 
Ocean County, N.. J., arrested Joseph 
Moriarity last night»in’ Fort Lee, N. J., 
for the murder of Mrs. Charles L. 
Turner, wife of an’ employe: dn the 


Mrs. Turner’ was found , dead beside 
‘some bushes on a lonely road in Lake- 
wood on April 26, 1911. 

From. then. on detectives _employed 
from a private agency worked on the 
murder, ‘When they first started their 
work they -had seven. names on their 
list of suspected persons, and by a pro- 
cess. of elinitnation they decided that 
Moriarity, who was also known‘as Will- 
iam J. Leehan and who livedat White 
Plains,-N. Y.,- with his family, commit- 
ted the crime, 

Moriarity, according to the ‘story told 
last night. when he was arrested near 
a, Fort Lee saloon, had been in Lake- 
wood at the time Mrs. Turner was mur- 
dered and had disappeared -soon’ after 
it. For many months. detectives have 
been following him, employing the dic- 
tagraph, making friends with him, and 
using every device known to their tradé 
te -win his confidence’ or at least cateh 
some’ words that: might clear up the 
crime. It was:said that.in one conver- 
sation overheard between the prisoner 
and his wife Morjarity, or Leehan, made 
some_reference to\having ‘‘ trouble ’’ in 
Lakewood two years ago. 

Some of the detectives who first picked 
up. Moriarity’s trail managed to /hecome 
somewhat friendly with him, and it was 
with some of hem that he. went over 
to Fort Lee last night. At 10:30 o’clock 
he -was arrested. He protested his in- 
nocenee as he was put in an automobile. 
The Sheriff. started for’ Toms River, 
N. J., with the prisoner at midnight: 

Mrs, Turner was ‘a sister of Charles 
J» Parmentier, Treasurer’ of the Lake- 
wood Trust. Company, and her: family 
was among the- early settlers of the 
place when it was known as Bricksburg. 
On. the day of the murder she: had -been 
making pin, money .by sewing shirts for 
some ofthe cottagers; and it was with

French Forestry Conservation. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

It is perfectly true that the forestry ques- 
tion has much to do with the flood disasters, 
and every thinking man will agree that flood 
prevention is two-fold—to preserve forests 
from destruction against indiscriminate lum- 
rermen or against fire and to replant bare 
grounds, 

I have ‘heard of an organization in the 
southwestern forestry tegion of France look- 
ing toward the solution of this puzzling prob- 
jem of forest conservation and culture. The 
work of the clergyman who brought such re- 
iMable-soctal organization about has been com- 
pleted by a scientific process which is sald to 
be the, most wonderful achievement toward 
forest preservation against fire, and if people 
wish to test the accuracy of my statements 
when they go over to France let them  in- 
quiré at Mrs. Schneider’s, the well-known 
owner of the gun factory at Creusot, France, 
in whose forestry domain a forty-five acre 
woodland fire, sweeping on a front.of 1% 
miles, was most easily dealt with by way 
of the new method.
